Provision for 
them could probably be made by 
luse of the modern device of 
constructing a circular road 
with garage facilities within the 
precincts of the new , building. 
The cost of such an ‘expedient, 
Jessential as it would be in view 
lof the narrowness of the adjoin- 
ing roads, might be prohibitive. 
In the absence of authoritative 
lexpert opinion, it seems reason- 
fable to suggest that the Public 
Gardens’ site makes this traffic 
difficulty far more tractable.

Shanghai for reasons which are 
understandable. Looking to the 
public buildings erected in Can- 
ton and Nanking, it would seem 
that the need for a large meeting 
place here could be endorsed by 
Chinese as well as by forcign 
opinion.

THE EMDEN 
May 11 
Nearly twenty years have 


passed since the German cruiser 
Emden made a page of naval 
adventure for all time. ‘Two 
lyears ago proudly bearing the 
Iron Cross which that adventure 
js0 gallantly won, her successor 
land namesake of the modern 
|German Navy visited Shanghai, 
where officers and crew received 
the warmest of welcomes trom 
the community which had reason 
to. remember the exploits of 
Captain Karl von | Mueller 
jand his elusive ship. Shanghai 
is now privileged to see a Ger- 
man film, piously recording with 
suitable ‘decorations demanded 
by cinema production, the epic 
lof the Emden, And’ Shangh: 
has its own associations with 
that epic. As these columns 
revealed two years ago, Herr 
Heinz Harms-Emden, a German 
Shanghailander, is ‘here to re- 
jeall his experience as an engine 
room petty officer of the Emden 
during her riotous career in the 
Indian Ocean, Moreover Captain 
von Mueller before the War was 
jwell-known in Shanghai and 
luniversally esteemed. The night 
before he left here to join his 
ship he dined with Sir Everard 
Fraser and the story goes that 
to his British Consul-General 
host he drank a gallant toast 
jin promise that he would give 
the Royal Navy “good hunting.” 
He kept his word. The Emden 
slipped out of Tsingtao before 
the blockade of that port could 
be effected. She took with her 
to the Marianas Islands (where 
Vice-Admiral Von Spee had 
arrived with the rest of the 
Pacific Squadron) about a dozen 
supply ships.

during the whole of the Wai 
‘The Emden took full advantage 
of the opportunities offered by 
ithe British Navy's duty of com- 
dining the work of convoying 
transports with that, of hunting 
down raiders, Admira) Jerram, 
the Commander-in-Chief of thi 
China Squadron, had been com 
pelled, for example, in the carly 
part of September to detach hig 
two best ships Minotaur and 
Hampshire to convoy the Au; 
tralian. transports to Euro) 
‘The Emden, thanks to the 
resourcefulness of her com 
mander,, Captain Karl von 
‘Mueller, was also an adept in 
the art’of disguise and elusive- 
ness. Her adventure lasted for 
two months. In that time sha 
had sunk or captured no less, 
than fifteen ships. ‘They mostly 
carried cargoes fot Bombay and 
Calcutta. Up-country, therefore, 
in India the exploits of the 
Emden were felt and are still 
remembered when elsewher 
they have been forgotten, Pro- 
vision merchants were without 
their usual supplies. News- 
papers even were anxious about 
their ink and paper. Calcutta 
was full. of disappointed im- 
porters who, as the news camo 
in of the latest impudence of the 
Emden, were rueful enough but- 
full of’ admiration for the cause 
of their woe. In the Indian 
bazars the capable hand of 
rumour knew how to paint a 
menacing tale of enemy inten- 
tions. In the Punjab it was 
expected that, by ‘some magic 
stroke, Captain Mueller would 
ride on the clouds and lay waste 
Lahore. The Punjab, however, 
jwas too much agog ‘with the 
Jdespatch of the Indian Corps to 
France for these rumours to do 
more than titillate the bazar's 
faculty for gossip. 

Of Captain von Mueller’ 
chivalry stories were soon told 
when the officers and crews of 
the sunken ships—scrupulously 
jallowed to get away in their 
boats—were picked up and 
brought in to Calcutta. Know- 
ledge that before long the Emden 
would have to bow to the odds 
jagainst her whetted the interest. 
in her escapades. And the 
British Navy had a good run for 
its money. “H.MLS, Hampshire— 
fated to be the ‘victim of a 
staggering tragedy two years 
later—and H.M.S. Yarmouth 
jwere put on the ‘chase. Yar- 
mouth sank two of the raider's 
supply ships off Sumatra. on 
October 9 and on Trafalgar 
Day, Hampshire just missed 
contact. The armed merchant 
cruiser, Empress of Asia, also 
Jjoined in the vain pursuit, Fin- 
jally, on November 9, the Emden 
landed a party at the wireless 
jstation at Cocos, Keeling Island. 
The operator inthe nick of time 
flashed his 8.0.8. to all ships and 
eabled Singapore. It was well 
he did.”

“The fight against pacifism should 
not be regarded as the equivalent 
to a will to war.” F 

‘The Vice-Chancellor then coined 
the following remarkable phrases: 

“Pacifist fterature has. tried  to| 
make out that the man who died 
on the battlefield died an unnatural 
death, but the battlefield is for a 
man, that motherhood is for a wo- 
man”. 

“The enjoyment of eternity neces: 
sitates the sacrifice of the indivi-

OME startling revelations were contained in the Parlia- 
2, mentary White Paper embodying the correspondence be- 
‘tween Sir Esmond Ovey, H. M. Ambassador to Soviet Russia, 
and the Foreign Office on the arrest of the British employees 
of the Metropolitan Vickers Electrical Co. in Moscow. 

‘The documents published throw a vivid light on the 
Bolshevist mind and they formed the subject of universal 
discussion in the United Kingdom. The Ambassador's passing 
observations on the state of the Russian people as bearing 
indirectly on the case of the arrested men are almost the most 
interesting part of the White Paper. 

A storm of indignation was aroused in Great Britain over 
the fact that the men were arrested without the faintest process 
of law by the Ogpu, that they were given no information as 
to what they were charged with, and that they were refused 
access to their country's diplomatic representative.
